Farm and rural agenda full for new 
provincial Liberal government 


The Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture (OFA) looks for- 
ward to a productive work- 
ing relationship with On- 
tario’s new Liberal Govern- 
ment, says Ron Bonnett, 
OFA President. “Because of 
the overlap between farm 
and rural issues, OFA works 
with a number of different 
provincial ministries as it 
strives to represent the 
views and concerns of farm- 
ers and their families across 
rural Ontario,” he says. 

While agriculture is OFA’s 
primary area of concern as 
it represents the province’s 
farmers, “we must also 
work with those responsible 


for health, education, taxa- 
tion, municipal affairs, trans- 
portation, natural resources, 
rural child care, labor, en- 
ergy, and environment,” 
Bonnett says. “That’s why 
OFA's work is both extensive 
and exhaustive.” 

“We have already met with 
the leaders of Ontario’s com- 
modity organizations and 
agreed on issues that are ur- 
gent, require action in the 
short term, or.are long-term 
in nature. Now we have to 
meet with government's rep- 
resentatives arid push fr ac- 
tion on these matters.” 

“OFA has followed up on 
Premier McGuinty’s election 


promise of a ‘premier’s 
round table on agriculture.’ 
This will provide OFA and 
the commodity organizations 
with an ideal forum to 
present the issues that are 
important to our industry,” 
Bonnett says. 

When a new government 
is elected, there may be a 
steep learning curve for the 
newly elected members, but 
that curve also extends to 
staff — both at OFA and 
within government, Bonnett 
notes. 

“OFA makes every effort 
to communicate with both 
the elected and appointed 
people within government.

As Ontario’s largest gen- 
eral farm organization, OFA 
represents approximately 
40,000 farm families. 

“We know these families 
count on OFA to.deliver their 
message to governments, 
arid we’re anxious to get to 
work with Premier 
McGuinty, Ontario Minister 
of Agriculture and Food 
Steve Peters and all the other 
ministers responsible for 
people and programs in ru- 
ral Ontario,” Bonnett con- 
cludes. 


Watch for wildlife on the roads 


Central Hastings officers 
have attended numerous car/ 
deer accidents in the last few 
days. Large wildlife such as 
moose, bears and deer are 
very mobile this time of year 
searching for food. Deer in 
particular are very mobile as 
this is the rut season. It is 
not uncommon for deer to 


travel in small herds so re- 
member, if you see one deer, 
there is a good chance that 
more will follow. 

Deer Crossing signs are 
only posted where there are 
frequent crossings, but the 
reality is that deer can be 
seen anywhere, at.any time, 
We therefore should never 


lower our level of awareness 
while driving in rural areas. 
This especially applies at 
night, given that the peak 
deer crossing time is be- 
tween dusk and dawn. It is 
therefore important to use 
your high beams whenever 
possible. 

If you do encounter large 


wildlife on the road and can 
safely avoid hitting them do 
so but be mindful of oncom- 
ing traffic and soft shoul- 
ders. 

When you encounter an 
animal on the roadway, do 
not focus on the animal. In- 
stead focus on the alternate 
route that you intend to take.

Larry Rollins said that 
decision making, managing, 
and accountability are impor- 
tant factors in being a coun- 
cillor, and that his 10 years 
experience with Hydro’s cus- 
tomer service would serve 
him well in the role.

For the first question, a 
resident wanted to know the 
candidates’ viewaeon haz- 
ardous waste collection, ex- 
cept for Robinson, who had 
originally brought up the is- 
sue. 

Rollins said he had no 
problem with the idea, and 
wanted to see the Township 


get back into the program. 


Blackburn agreed some-- tle 


thing had to be done, but that 
“g lot of it is education — 
there is a hazardous waste 
we can deal with independ- 
ently.” 

Hazlett said it should not 
be user pay, but rather in the 
budget, and that he had seen 
lots of hazardous waste 
throughout the Township, 
implying that people were 
storing it rather than getting 
rid of it. 

Bonter said everyone can 
agree that some solution to 
the problem is required. 

Baumhour said the Town- 
ship definitely needs a col- 
lection day, and that the pub- 
lic needs to be educated on 
what exactly hazardous 
waste is. He suggested that 
perhaps a credit could be 
given on property tax, rather 
than the Township paying 
for households that won't 
even take advantage of the 
collection. 

Fencing: a resident said 
that many newcomers are 
getting livestock but not 
properly féncing them in. If 
a simple reminder to them 
doesn't work, he asked, 
what would candidates do to 
enforce the bylaws? 

Bonter said he believed 
there is a bylaw officer and 
the bylaws would be en- 
forced. He suggested the 
complainant could “take it in 
your own hands, but not on 
a personal level.” 

“If it’s a problem, it 
should be enforced,” Hazlett 
said. “I wouldn’t be adverse 
to approaching the person — 
often you can find a solution 
[that way].” He said that 
anyone aggravated by actual 
damages caused by live- 
stock could go after the 
guilty party and their insur- 
ance would pay for this. 

Blackburn said fencing is 
a 50-50 split, and that we 
didn’t need a bylaw or the 
OPP for everything. “If they 
won't work with it, fine,” he 
said. “We are not here for 
that.” 

Rollins said bylaws will 
be enforced. He quoted an 
old fence viewer, who said 
“You don't need to fence 
other peopie’s cattle out; you 


need to fence your own cat- 
in.” 
Robinson said an infringed 
bylaw needs to be enforced, 
not just for certain people, 
but for everyone. 

Baumhour answered by 
saying that if speaking to the 
person in question didn’t 
work, then a letter from 
council could be drafted, and 
then the next stage would be 
the bylaw officer. 

Finances: Rob Price, the 
owner of the Spotted Dog 
bed and breakfast, asked 
how many of the candidates 
had read last year’s financial 
statements for the Township. 

Baumhour, Bonter, and 
Blackburn each said they had 
not. 

Robinson said he had not, 
but knew from other sources 
of information that the 
Township was “in the black” 
financially. 

Both Hazlett and Rollins 
said they were at the budget 
meeting, but learned little 
(“didn’t learn a damned 
thing,” Hazlett said). Rollins 
said he asked about the 
Township’s surplus and 
found out it was $760,000, 
and reiterated that he'd like 
to see townhall meetings to 
seek public input. 

Amalgamation: Candi- 
dates were asked their opin- 
ion on amalgamating with 
other municipalities. 

“We decided not to do 
that, and I think it was the 
right decision,” Blackburn 
said. “We can handle our- 
selves, and be proud of it.” 

““Amalgamate with who?” 
Rollins asked. “With Centre 
Hastings? No! We have noth- 
ing in common with them.” 
But, he said, he would be 
open to worksharing if it 
could save money. “Three 
hundred and fifty thousand 
dollar graders could be 
shared,” he said. “Maybe 
amalgamation is the way to 
save money, but I’m sure not 
about to join up with [Cen- 
tre Hastings Reeve] Tom 
Deline tomorrow.” 

Hazlett gave the example 
of Toronto, saying it has cost 
them money to amalgamate, 
not saved them any, and that 
people are talking of de-amal- 
gamating. “I know Tom 


Deline would love to get into 
our $760,000 and fix his 
waterworks,” he joked. 
Bonter said the amalgama- 
tion process was a “virtual 
railroading” and that the 
Township should keep its 
identity. 
Robinson said he did not 
want to amalgamate. 
Baumhour said that “as 
long as we’re a viable com- 
munity, we don’t need to 
amalgamate.”

It was noted that the 


countries with the highest 
levels of osteoporosis are the 
Scandinavian countries and 
North American, while the 
lowest rate is among the 
Bantu of Africa who drink 
no milk. 

The risk factors for de- 
veloping osteoporosis are 


sedentary lifestyle, carly 


menopause. chronic use of 
corticosteroids, smoking, 
caffeine, alcohol and a diet 
high in animal protein, salt 
and phosphorous — found in 
meat and some cola brands 
of pop. Calcium manufac- 
turers and the dairy industry 
want you to believe that 
without their products, 
you're destined to get oste- 
oporosis. According to Ms 
Vallieres, you don’t need cal- 
cium supplements if you are 
eating a low protein diet (no 
meat or milk). Dark green 
leafy vegetables give strong, 
healthy bones — most veg- 
etables contain calcium. 
“Vegetarians have an ad- 
vantages Ms Vallieres 
stated. “Their diet is more 
alkaline, which favours bone 
density. Part of the body's 


response to excess acid- 


forming foods like animal 
protein is to release calcium 
from the bones.” 

The recommended daily 
allowance of protein is ‘SO- 
60 grams a day. By cutting 
back on high protein meats 
and dairy products and eat- 
ing lower protein sources of 
calcium found in whole 
grains, dark-leafy vegetables 
and beans (legumes),-you 
will gain the calcium you 
need. In fact, most people eat 
two to three times more pro- 
tein than they need. 


Daily exercise is advo- *~ 


cated, such as walking and 
gardening. And, by cutting 
down on salt, liquid candy 
(pop): avoiding coffee and 
cola drinks. you body will 
conserve the calcium already 
stored in the bones. 

Excellent sources of low 
proteimhigh calcium plant 
foods are collard greens, 
spinach, broccoli, and bread. 
Add.15 —30 minutes of sun- 
shine on your face every day, 
and the Vitamin D in your 
diet is absorbed. That 
equates to the amount of 
sunshine you'd get with a 
brisk walk each day.

-dering what they we would do 
about ‘urban sprawl’. 


Hazlett said that good 


farms should be kept to- 
gether, and that other land 
should be developed in 2 
. acre lots, leaving room for 
septic and water systems 
without worry. 

Rollins said urban sprawl 
is “not a big worry” but de- 
serves consideration. “I'm 
almost positive we're ac- 
countable for the water,” he 
said. 

As the question drifted to 
water quality, Bonter said 
with modern septic systems 
there were few worries. 
They must be approved by 
engineers to high standards, 
he said. 

Robinson said we should 
avoid overcrowding, watch 
for groundwater contamina- 
tion, and judge each devel- 
opment on its own merits. 

Baumhour said he didn’t 
think it was a problem in the 
foreseeable future. 

Factory farms: candi- 
dates were asked if they 
were as pro-development 
when it came to what the 
questioner called ‘factory 
farms’. 

Baumhoour said he was not 
necessarily in favour of 
them, but people need a 
means of making a living if 
they meet all laws. 

“If they meet environmen- 
tal criteria and legal require- 
ments, I’d be in favour,” 
Robinson said. 

Bonter agreed, but won- 
dered what happened in the 
neighbouring municipality of 
Tweed, where residents are 
split on the issue of a large 
hog farm. He noted no one 
on Tweed’s current council 
is running again and won- 
dered ‘‘Are they all gone be- 
cause of the hog farm?” 

Hazlett said council 
would be “legally bound to 
look at them” and it would 
have to be a team decision 
with public input. 

Blackburn said he wasn’t 
opposed to such farms with 
today’s regulations. “A 
farm’s a farm.” His only con- 
cern would be its location. 

“We can be sure they will 
come here,” Rollins said. 
“I'd like to talk to Tweed’s 
new council, and find out 
how they got into that mess, 
so we can avoid it. We need 
to be prepared.” 

Tendering: a resident 
asked candidates’ attitudes 
on tendering contracts. 

Rollins said he’d tendered

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out half million dollar .con- 
tracts many times, and that 
typically he'd demand at 
least three or four tenders. 
.Blackburn pointed out 


_that council should try to use 


the Township’s own re- 
sources as much as possi- 
ble. 

Hazlett said tenders could 
be handled in a better man- 
ner than in the past, and that 
locals should get tenders if 
possible. 

Bonter said Centre Hast- 
ings used an open auction by 
Boyd Sullivan for the sale of 
tax properties, but “that’s 
hard to do with gravel.” 

Robinson said tenders 
should be opened publicly 
and that the best one fulfill- 
ing requirements should be 
accepted. 

Baumhour said council 
has to “be above suspicion 
and beyond question.” 

Fencing again: the same 
resident brought up bylaws 
again, saying he thought the 
question was not quite un- 
derstood. “I’ve been chased 
and threatened by large dogs, 
and I've already called the 
OPP,” he said. “What will 
you do to protect me, when 
people won't respect com- 
mon sense?” he asked. 

Baumhour said this was 
different, as it was a blatant 
disregard of bylaws. He said 
the Dog Owners Liability Act 
covers such things, and “we 
have the means to deal with 
es 

Hazlett said bylaws 
should be enforced, people 
can be fined, and:dogs can 
be destroyed — whatever the 
bylaw says should be fol- 
lowed. For cattle, though, he 
said there would be less sym- 
pathy to the problem from 
his point of view. 

Bonter said dogs are an 
OPP or dogcatcher problem 
and “we don’t want bylaws 
for each problem.” 

Rollins said the solution is 
the dogcatcher, who would 
get the dogs. He pointed out 
that in the case of cattle, 
they could be impounded. 

Heritage: a young lady 
asked what councilors 
would do to protect the ar- 
ea’s heritage. 

Rollins said a committee 
—areal, working committee, 
he insisted — could do a lot. 
“We can work with Tom 
Deline, and Centre Hast- 


ings,” he said, “because the 


’ better the village does, the 


better we do.” He pointed 
out that Stirling was “boom- 
ing and-vibrant’ and that kids 
spent half their time in the 


‘village anyway. 


The question was moving 
to youth recreation and 
Hazlett said the ballpark 
should be used more, as the 
tax cost of maintaining it was 
less than the cost of a 
mailbox damaged by bored 
kids. 

Hazlett recalled that a 
fundraiser sent more than 
five thousand dollars to Ma- 
doc for a skatepark, but he 
wasn't happy with the re- 
sults. He would support a 
committee for historical re- 
search. 

Bonter brought up 
O'Hara's Mill, and said the 
Township needs to cooper- 
ate with Centre Hastings. 

Robinson said he supports 
working with such groups 
as Moira Conservation, and 
that preserving the area's 
heritage helps bring in tour- 
ists, so he would certainly 
continue supporting them. 

Baumhour said council 
can only work with what the 
public brings to them. 

Internet: At this point 
Gayle Ketcheson, the mod- 
erator’s wife, made some 
remarks. She said she’s 
“tired of hearing about Stir- 
ling” although pointing out 
“we shouldn’t knock our 
neighbours,” pointing out 
Centre Hastings’ library and 
website. What about a web- 
site like Centre Hastings has, 
she asked. 

Baumhour said he was in 
favour of such a site, and 
that it could only be good to 
have such visibility. 

Robinson said. anything 
that would sustain the. area 
and preserve its heritage was 
good. 

Bonter joked that the 
Township should create 
such a website, as long as 
they didn’t have to work 
with Crichton Harrop [a 
former teacher and incum- 
bent Centre Hastings coun- 
cillor who provides the site’s 
content]. 

Hazlett said the internet 
had already shown itself ef- 
fective in helping the area, as 
real estate people could at- 
test. 

Blackburn said he sup- 
ported the idea “one hundred 
percent.” 

Rollins supports the idea

Soaring farm assessments 


OFA commentary by Ron Bennett, president, 
Ontario Federation of Agriculture 


The next round of prop- 
erty assessment value no- 
tices are about to be deliv- 
ered to Ontario farmers, and 
the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture is concerned 
these values will continue to 
soar. 

Municipalities use these 
values as part of the formula 
for determining property 
taxes, and in recent years 
farmers have been hit hard 
by rising property taxes.

presentation we were told 
the average assessment value 
increase for farm properties 
in Ontario since the last valu- 
ation was 12 per cent. 

We have heard from indi- 
vidual farmers complaining 
of increases in the range of 
30 per cent, and they want 
to know why. In theory, 
farm assessment values are 
to be based, in part, on the 
selling prices of neighbour- 
ing farm properties in farmer 
to farmer sales. 

The Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture wants this ap- 
proach updated. We are call- 
ing on the provincial govern- 
ment to institute assessment 
of farm properties for tax 
purposes based on the pro- 
ductive value of the land. 
OFA also believes that “peo- 
ple services’ should be re- 
moved from the property tax 
base. 

Ontario farmers, when 
they receive their property 
assessment notices this 
month, should examine the 
values closely, and if they 
disagree with the values they 
should file a ‘request for re- 
consideration’ to the MPAC 
office immediately. 

When farmers aren't sat- 
isfied with the results of the 
reconsideration process, 
they have until March 31, 
oie to appeal their farm 

roperty assessment and/or 
ae tax classification. OFA is 
calling on the government to 
extend that deadline to give 
farmers more time to file an 


| appeal with assessment and 


tax officials. 
The MPAC office isn’t the 


oe eee 


only place farmers can go 
for relief with their property 
tax issues. Municipal coun- 
cils have a wide range of 
authority to make adjust- 
ments to tax figures. They 
set property tax rates, based 
on assessment values pro- 
vided by MPAC, but the rates 
for each property classifica- 
tion, established by munici- 
pal bylaw is at the discretion 
of the local council. 

Municipal councils also 
have authority to exempt 
farm lands from taxation for 
certain expenditures, and 
can pass bylaws to relieve 
taxes considered unduly bur- 
densome. Recent changes to 
the Farmland Property Taxa- 
tion Program permit munici- 
palities to set the rate below 
25 per cent of the residential 
tax rate. 

The municipal council can 
also pass a bylaw declaring 
farm lands exempt or partly 
exempt from taxation for 
municipal expenditures in- 
curred for waterworks, fire 
protection, garbage collec- 
tion, sidewalks, pavements, 
sewers or street lighting and 
similar services that farmers 
use only rarely. There is also 
the option of passing a by- 
law to cancel, reduce or re- 
fund taxes levied by the 
council for municipal and 
school purposes. 

It is up to taxpayers to 
apply to the municipality for 
such relief measures.

Influenza confirmed in area 


Kingston - Influenza 
(flu) season has hit the 
KFL&A area early this year. 
Two cases of influenza-the 
first on Tuesday, November 
18 and the second on 
Wednesday, November 19, 
2003-were reported to the 
KFL&A Health Unit after 
test results were confirmed 
through the Ministry of 
Health Laboratory. While 
there are no reported links 


these two cases of influenza . 
are of the A Panama or A’ 


Fujian type; these results are 
not expected for two weeks. 
The KFL&A Health Unit is 
urging residents to get their 
influenza immunization by 
attending the remaining Free 
Flu Vaccination Clinics in the 
area (see list below). While 
the current influenza vaccine 
is based on the A Panama 
type, it is likely to offer some 
degree of cross-protection 
againstA Fujian. ~ 

“The influenza vaccine 
provides the best overall, 
long-lasting edd ee 
sesinet inf * aid Dr. 
inne Gemm iil, Medical Of-

ficer of Health for the 
KFL&A Health Unit. “It is 
the most effective method of 
preventing the spread of in- 
fluenza. The vaccine takes 
about two weeks to begin to 
work, so time is of the es- 
sence and I encourage peo- 
ple to get immunized, Influ- 
enza vaccine will likely pro- 
vide at least some protection 
against the new A Fujian 
strain.”

No, it’s for the entire com- 
munity.” 

Over time the committee 
wants to develop ways of 
getting the school involved 
in introducing character edu- 
cation to the community.

Doug 
Holland, who teaches and 
runs the auto body shop, ex- 
plained to me during the 
event that auto body and me- 
chanic programs were just 
two of the many apprentice- 
ship programs being taught 
at the facility. The inmates 
and himself were responsi- 
ble for the bodywork end of 
things. They have also re- 
stored a number of other vin- 
tage fire trucks, a delivery 
van for Gleaner’s Food 
Bank and the Shriners’ 
Train. Doug’s partner in the 
project, Norm Harrison, 
oversaw and was instru-

mental in repairing the en- 
gine. It took 8 months to 
bring the fire truck back to 
its present day condition.” 
explained Doug. 

Linda McCarty, Acting 
Chief of Education and 
Training, says that it is man- 
datory for prisoners to get 
their grade 10 and that some 
inmates were gaining college 
and university credits. She 
says that education plays a 
mandatory role in the reha- 
bilitation of a prisoner and 
can have a dramatic effect 
on repeated offenses.” 


“The classic fire truck 
was pressed into service af- 
ter the war.” says veteran 
Fire Chief Lindsay Empy, 
who served as a fireman in 
Madoc for 38 years. “ It was 
1946 or 47” says the chief. 
“Tt was just after the war and 
we bought her from the Ca- 
nadian Armed Forces. It was 
a civilian vehicle that be- 
longed to the armed forces. 
When we purchased the fire 
truck it was only a chassis. 
We had it out fitted by an area 
steel fabricator who built the 
500 plus gallon water tank. 
The flat head engine we had 
on it was so powerful that it 
pumped water faster than 
we could replace the oxy- 
gen. Needless to say, that 
when we took it for a test 
run, the build up of pressure 
caused the drum to collapse 
like a hand crushing a beer 
can.” laughs Chief Lindsay.

That statement says: “the 
sponsibility for peace be- 
ns with each person, in 
lationship with family and 
iends and extends to com- 
unity life and national ac- 
vities. There are no special 
cipes.” 

And that is exactly what 
e dynamic quartet has done 
fter participating in a 
"WCA-sponsored “Making 
Vaves” conference at Camp 
‘awartha last May where 
1ey talked about issues that 
ffect teens such as healthy 
ating relationships, racism 
nd diversity. 

The group was at the 
orefront of promoting 
Neek Without Violence mes- 

es at the school, devel- 


oping special “support pack- 
ages” for grade 8 and 9 
classes. They have also done 
a school-wide survey that 
will allow them to sharpen 
their focus on programs and 
initiatives they feel will ben- 
efit the school. 

They’re currently organ- 
izing a trip for five busloads 


of grade 11-12’s toa special 
presentation at Lakefield Dis- 
trict where Dawna Speers, 
the mother of a daughter slain 
by her abusive boyfriend, 
will be the guest speaker. In 
the works, as well, are skits 
for junior students which 
they produced during the 
YWCA conference. 

“The award is kind of 
showing students that our 
work is finally paying off,” 
says Christina. “They can 
finally see what we're doing 
and understand what we're 
doing now. 

“It was a big thing,” ad- 
mits Stacy. “It’s not every 
day you win a peace prize.” 

“We're just trying to get 
our message out there,” 
Christina adds. “We also 
want to get this message out 
to all the grade 8 and 9’s be- 
cause they are the future of 
our school.” 

“We feel the initiatives at 
our school have a positive 
impact on our school and 
communities,” she said dur- 
ing Thursday’s presentation 
ceremony. “Teens in our so- 
ciety today struggle with 
their own body image, self 
worth and relationships. It is 
important that students are 
aware of positive alternatives 
to violent behaviour.” 

Christina says that 
through the NDHS Commit- 
tee, and those at the three 


other schools, “we try with 
our best efforts to promote 
that everyone is responsible 
for their own actions and 
attitudes and this extends to 
our relationships with our 
families, friends and within 
our community.” 

Almost all of the previous 
Peace Medallion winners 
have been adults long-in- 
volved in community-based 
peace activities. The NDHS 
quartet was truly astounded 
by the words of praise that 


came from these veteran 
activists. 

“A lot of older people 
thanked us for what we 
were doing,” Stacy said. 

Carley Hamilton talked to 
some of those previous win- 
ners. 

“They're a lot older and 
they said how great it was 
for them to be able to see the 
younger generation actually 
taking the initiative to come 
out and work with their 
schools and to see that we're 
basically starting it up to pass 
it on fo younger grades.” 

Carley says that a lot of 
adults look at teens and think 
that, yes, maybe these teens 
might do something in the 
future. 

“But we can do some- 
thing right now,” she insists. 
“They kind of underestimate 
the mind of teenagers. We're 
proof that it doesn’t have to 
be later, it can be now.” 

That is absolutely true, 
says Janice Werch who 
helped put together last 
May’s conference and nomi- 
nated the four groups for the 
award. Ms. Werch works 

with committees and groups 
in schools across the county 
and city helping them do“any 
kind of violence prevention 
wotk they want to do.” 

She marvels at the Mak- 
ing Waves Committee.

“I think they re fabu- 
lous,” Ms. Werch said while 
helping the NDHS quartet 
plan the Lakefield trip. 

They are prepared to give 
up a lot of free time to help 
their school and community, 
she says. “ 

“It's difficult. You have to 
be really creative. These girls 
are extremely committed, 
very creative and very en- 
couraged by-the kind of ap- 
plause they're getting from 
other kids. 

“] think it’s just great that 
they re doing it. I think every 
school needs a group that 
does this kind of thing. It 
can only bring good things.” 

Receiving the award 1s 
“very impressive.” Ms. 
Werch adds. “It usually goes 
to people who have been do- 
ing this for eons.” 

Carley accepts the fact 
that they can be role models 
for classmates and younger 
students. “You do a lot bet- 
ter if you hear it from your 
peers.” ’ 

Ms. Werch agrees that 


they are “modelling for 
younger kids. 

“That's important,” she 
says. “It's one thing for 
someone who gets paid but 
when they have their peers 
sharing information about 
these issues and putting 
themselves almost in a 
mentoring role I think it’s 
much more meaningful. I 
think the kids really stand up 
and pay attention. That's 
why I think forming com- 
mittees like this is so won- 
derful.” 

The Committee says they 
have had a “positive re- 
sponse” so far from the 
work they’ ve. done and look 
forward to using the survey 
data to work on new 
projects. 


“They do know it’s hard ~ 


work,” says Stacy, noting 
that they have to make up all 
of the work from classes 
missed. 

“It’s nice to see the stu- 
dents supporting us in the 
community,” Christina says. 

Part of their work was 
preparing and presenting an 
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application for a United 
Wave grant. The $500 they 
teceived has been seed 
money to help them with their 
bulletin board, the survey and 
other Making Waves-related 
activities. 

‘ “You know you're doing 
something for a good cause. 
It's definitely going to help 
our school; and not only that, 
but the whole community,” 
says Christina. 

Ms. Werch agrees with 
Carley that adults underesti- 
mate teens in a number of 
ways. 

“We automatically think 
that young people learn from 
adults. But when I look at 
groups of kids like this I 
think adults can learn from 
you.” 

She says there are lots of 
adults who say we need to 
do something to promote a 
more peaceful world but they 
don't do anything. 

“They don't know where 
to start. If they look at you 
you're a shining example of 
where to start.” 

Ms. Werch admits that 
when you look at a “huge 
issue” like violence preven- 
tion or peace in the world 


“you don't know where to 
start. 

“I always believe it’s 
good to work close to home 
and work your way out. 
What better venue that to 
start in your school. It will 
havea ripple effect. You may 
affect people in your school 
you don’t know you're af- 
fecting.” 

And those people, she 
says, in turn may go‘out into 
the community and world 
and do other things to pro- 
mote peace. 

It’s all been worthwhile, 
the group agrees. All four 
girls want to accomplish 
some more things at the 
school and know that when 
they graduate they have left 
a positive legacy at NDHS 
and a foundation for future 
students to build on. 

They have been told, 
Christina adds, that “it’s nice 
to. see a younger generation 
of students stepping up and 
taking a role in our commu- 
nity.” 

They certainly are role 
models for younger students. 
But those much older can 
learn much from this quar- 
tet of NDHS trailblazers who 
with a quiet sort of vigour 
are attempting to make a dif- 
ference in their community.

« Pack flares and reflec- 
tors to alert other drivers. 
Include a white cloth to tie 
to your antenna in the event 
of a breakdown. It is a well 
accepted signal of distress. 

« A set of jumper cables 
and clamps are essential to 
your kit. Even better, carry 
your own portable power 
source so there’s no need for 
another automobile. 

* Locate your spare tire 
and your jack. Are they in 
good working order and do 
you know what to do in the 
event of an emergency? To 
prevent flat tire headaches, 
include a quick-fix in your 
kit: a light-weight, aerosol 
device seals the holes and re- 
inflates a punctured tire un- 
til you get it to the nearest 
garage. It can be a lifesaver 
considering that every year 
in Canada as many as 
300,000 roadside assistance 
calls are related to tire prob- 
lems.

(NC)-It’s almost useless 
to invest in high quality tires 
and not maintain them after- 
wards. Be they factory in- 
stalled tires or aftermarket 
replacements, it’s extremely 
important to rotate tires 
every 10,000 to 12,000 
kilometers. This operation 
guarantees that the tires will 
wear out evenly and conse- 
quently last longer than non- 
rotated tires. To make sure 
that you do it right, consult 
the “Owner’s Manual” 
which includes all the infor- 
mation necessary about 
when and how to do this 
most important task. So, if 
you drive an average of 
24,000 km a year, your tires 
should be rotated twice a 
year. 

By doing so, you should 
make sure that you properly 
balance the tires and wheels 
with all their weight distrib- 
uted equally. Any unbalanced 
tire will cause shimmying or 
tramping that will result in 
unwanted vibrations in the 
steering wheel and, in the 
worst cases, throughout the 
car.
